Many prominent sani­ 
tary officials and medical authorities 
encourage 
and advocate the actual 
exposure of children over two 
and 
under fifteen to this disease, for the 
same reason we vaccinate or substi­ 
tute cowpox for smallpox. 
Observa­ 
tion and experience, confirmed by sta­ 
tistics, show that this disease among 
children is comparatively 
mild, 
and 
that the 
mortality is one-fourth less 
than among adults. 
So that it seems wise to forestall 
the measles of adults, always a dan­ 
gerous affection and involving the sub­ 
ject In many incidental complications 
and annoyances, by substituting 
the 
measles of childhood so much 
less 
troublesome and dangerous, and where 
the child is under the home roof and 
can receive the fostering care of par­ 
ents.

Much stronger reasons can be given 
for 
quarantining

whooping 
I cough than against measles. 
Medical 
statistics show again that a larger per
